An Edmonton photo-radar aide 
is rejoicing as the Alberts gov¬ 
ernment tin non need it is re¬ 
viewing the practice across the 
province to moke sure it's be 
ingused for safely mid not as a 
“tush cow." 

Transportation Minister Brum 
Mason said Tuesday he wants to 
see justification for why photo 
radar is used in certain spots. 

"It s about time, that's for 
sure, it's getting way out of 
hand," said Jack Shultz, who 
11 ms the Cash Cow Extravaganza 
campaign, which rallies people 
to hold signs in front of photo- 
radar locations to warn drivers. 
I'm ghid that our work's be¬ 


ing noticed ELnd that something's 
actually going to. maybe not be 
done, but at least they’re look¬ 
ing into it." 

Mason said the review started 
three months ago and t he gov¬ 
ernment will review revenue 
figures to see how much money 
is being received by municipal¬ 
ities and other stakeholders. 

Gerry Shimko, executive dir¬ 
ector of Edmonton’s office of 
traffic safety, said the city is 
“quite prepared” to work with 
Mason. 

He said the city is transparent 
Eibout its photo radar and uses Et 
data-driven, evidence-based pro¬ 
cess to determine the locations. 

The city's Motor Vehicle Col¬ 
lisions Report released Thurs¬ 
day s hows collision injury rates 
dropped in 2016 to the lowest 
they’ve been in 15 years. 

“You’re looking at a direct 
link between both mobile and 
fixed enforcement thEit's contrib¬ 
uting to reduction in crashes in 
Edmonton." Shimko said. 

Mason hopes to have the 
review completed by the fall.

When L>nrn iuitan braved a 
court fill] of strangers, and the 
man who sexually assaulted 
her six years ago, she felt 
powerless. 

“You have to stand in front 
of, often men, and tell them 
what has happened. And then 
someone else, the defence 
counseli then tomes to you 
and tries to dismantle what 
you remember, 4 ' she said. 

“You're asked very poign¬ 
ant questions and you must 
answer them as such, and 
you’re interrupted, and they 
intentionally confuse you. So 
it is an incredibly violating 
experience * 

Su tton was told the best she 
could hope For was a peace 
bond, in the end. her offender 
walked free, 

Sutton now helps other 
sexual assault survivors as a 
member of the Association of 
Alberta Sexual Assault Servi¬ 
ces (AASAS), which unveiled 
Alberta's first Sexual Vio¬ 
lence Action Plan with back¬ 
ing from the provi ncial S tatus 
of Women Ministry Thursday. 

The strategy is led by sexual 


assault centres and aims to 
transform attitudes on sexual 
assault and expand accessible 
treatment for survivors and 
perpetrators, with the ultim¬ 
ate goal of preventing sexual 
violence from happening in 


the first place. Part of that 
entails educating students, 
police officers and judges. 

Sutton hopes the plan sets 
wheels in motion so survivors 
don't have the same disheart¬ 
ening experience with speak¬ 


ing out. "I believe once you 
know more, you do better,’ 1 
Sutton said. 

Brad Cunningham with 
AASAS shared a similarly dif¬ 
ficult court experience. 

He was sexually abused by

his uncle at age 11 and kept 
it secret for years, until his 
brother came to his house 
when they were both adults 
and told him he was also 
abused. 

It turned out several of 
their cousins had the same 
experience. 

The men took his uncle to 
court, only to have the judge 
give him 23 months of house 
arrest, during which the of¬ 
fender was still allowed to 
leave the house for work. 

“|Speaking out) is hard on 
the victim, it is hard on the 
victim's family, it is very hard 
on the community,' 4 Cunning¬ 
ham said. 

In recent weeks, the gov¬ 
ernment has passed a law to 
give survivors more time to 
bring claims forward, legis¬ 
lated to allow survivors of 
domestic violence to break 
their lease, developed re¬ 
source cards for police to give 
to people who report sexual 
violence. On top of that they 
funded an educational play 
about consent, and funded 
grants for training of prov¬ 
incial court judges around 
sexual assault.

Action Rian has four main 
components; 

1. Prevention: AASAS 
CEO Debra Tomlinson says 
sexual assault prevention 
education is needed 
across all ages and in 

all communities. "Every 
Albertan need!; to be aWe to 
recognize sexual violence, 
to understand that it's a 
crime, and to know where 
to go for help," she saict 

2. Intervention; Crisis 
response, counseling, 
police and court support 
all need improvement, 
Tomlinson said. Survivors 
are reaching out for help 
like never before, and she 
said demands need to he 
met, noting "regional caps" 
are present in rural areas. 

3. Outreach: Getting help 
is especially difficult for 
marginalized people, who 
are also at greater risk of 
sexual violence, Tomlinson 
said, and services need to 
be accessible to everyone. 

4. Leadership; Tomlinson 
said governments, 
businesses and community 
members all need to 

play a role. "'Everyone ir¬ 
responsible for being part of 
the solution."

Councillor calls 
for city study to 
address issues 
facing Syrians

A year and a half after the first of 
hundreds of Syrian newcomers 
landed at the Edmonton airport, 
a city councillor wants the city 
to study how they’re faring, as 
advocates warn they continue 
to face big hurdles. 

“If we don't respond to these 
challenges, there’s going to be 
that increase in poverty,’’ said 
Chun. Michael Walters on lhurs- 
day, “and an increase in poverty' 
comes health-care and criminal- 
justice costs — all the negative 
things. 

"We have an opportunity to 
avoid some of that here.” 

In two weeks, Walters will ask 
for support from city council¬ 
lors to task administration with 
figuring out how well Syrian 
refugees are doing in the city. 


and what tdinonton can do to 
make their lives easier. 

"It's good to know how these 
folks are doing, and see any 
gaps in service or issues that 
may have arisen, 1 " he said. Tve 
been hearing a lot of cases of 
post-traumatic stress disorder 
among families. 1 ’ 

Edmonton is now home to up¬ 


wards of 1.500 Syrian refugees, 
most of whom fled their home¬ 
land in the wake of a bmtal trial 
war now in its sixth year. 

But it hasn't been exactly the 
smoothest transition for till new¬ 
comers. according to Mobamed 
Huque, executive director of 
the Islamic Family and Social 
Services Association. 


Huque said Syrian refugees 
face Edmonton's lengthy wait¬ 
list to find affordable housing, 
and it becomes particularly 
challenging to find homes large 
enough to fit families of up to 
10 people. 

"What they have to resort to 
is finding a place on the open 
market. 1 ' he said, noting many 


can't afford SI.700 in rent for 
bigger accommodations. "The 
city, province and federal gov¬ 
ernment have a role to play in 
figuring out our housing solu¬ 
tion. 1 feel that's top of mind. h 

On top of that, refugees also 
encounter long waits to get into 
English classes — a language 
required to land a career in Ed¬ 
monton. said Easel Abou Ham- 
rah, a refugee who now works as 
a community connector with the 
Edmonton Mernionite Centre for 
Newcomers, which helps new 
Edmontonians make a home 
i n the city. 

“ There are lots of things, but 
we need more," he said, noting 
the city could increase funds for 
mote tutoring lessons at the Ed¬ 
monton Public Library. 

tor Huque, the city could play 
a large role in providing funds 
to agencies working with people 
on the ground. 

“it's supporting organizations 
like ours and others on the front 
lines," he said. 

Walters said that's the intent 
of his motion: to see how the 
city can collaborate with groups. 

“We can't just welcome them 
and feel good about ourselves " 
he said. “We need to stay con¬ 
nected to what we've done."

Mother 
charged in 
baby y s meth 
overdose 


Edmonton police haw charged a 
31-year-old mother with second- 
degree murder in the connection 
with the death of her 11-day-old 
daughter. 

On March 29, officers re¬ 
sponded to an address near 72 
Street, and S3 Avenue after re¬ 
ceiving a report of a baby not 
breathing. 

Police said paramedics trans¬ 
ported the baby girl to hospi¬ 
tal where she was pronounced 
dead. 

Toxicology reports confirmed 
she had died from a lethal over¬ 
dose of methamphetamine, 
which could have been received 
orally or anally, according to po¬ 
lice spokesperson Scott Pattison. 

He said the medical exam¬ 
iner believes the dose of meth 
couldn't have come from the 
woman’s breast milk. 

Michelle Kite. 31, has since 
been charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder. Eattison said police 
weren't aware of Kite prior to 
the arrest. 

He said he expects Rice to 
appear in court sometime next 
week, JEPjEwr simes.'metrc

A new walking tour jpp aims 
to shine light on the histor¬ 
ical and cultural significance 
of some of Edmonton’s most 
well-known buildings. 

Launched by Friends of 
Rutherford House Society in 
collaboration with Digital Frac¬ 
tal Technologies, the app will 
provide an interactive digital 
tour through Edmonton land¬ 
marks such as the University 
of Alberta campus, the river 
valley and the Alberta Legis¬ 
lature. 

The app w r as created with 
the help of a $10,000 grant 


from the Edmonton Heritage 
Council. 

"It seemed tike a good way 
to try and give people a chance 
to leant about the early days of 
the Alberta government, 1 ' said 
Friends of Rutherford Flouse 
Society director Jon Keay.

the first tour, which takes 
users on a walk around the 
main buildings of the origin¬ 
al campus, such as ihe Tory 
Building, Athabasca Flail and 
Pembina Hall. 

“We're looking for ways 
to increase awareness of the 
house and Rutherford, and the 
importance to Edmonton more 
broadly." Reay said. “So a walk¬ 
ing tour is an actual physical 
connection that shows it's not 
just a house ... he was really 
critical to starting and creat¬ 
ing the university" 

3'he establishment of the 
University of Alberta was a 
seminal point in Edmonton's 
development, ■which is one rea¬ 
son why the society decided 
to use it for their first tour. 

“It’s a big deal for Edmon¬ 
ton that we have the university 
... what would Edmonton be 
without it? Perhaps a much 
smaller provincial capital," 
Reay said.

Edmonton's only indoor dog 
park has fallen on hard times. 

Lucky Donkey opened a year 
ago in Old Strnthcona and now 
it's struggling to survive after 
a busy winter. 

Park owner Gabriel Tay said 
a decrease in visits, coupled 


with an increase in rent, has 
left her unable to keep up with 
costs. 

"I’m really proud of it. I'm 
proud of the work that J've 
put in it. So it's bard to let go 
and it's hand to be in this place 
right now," she said. 

Tay named the park for her 
dog, Donkey, a tiny Chihuahua 
that refused to go outside in 
the winter, 

She ran out of her own 
money for the project by win¬ 
ter, but in December, business 
"exploded overnight’ 1 and the 
park was able to sustain itself 
through March. 

But the extra business also 
incurred extra costs. 

‘T went from 20 new dogs 


a week to £-0 new dogs a day. 
It was substantial," lay said. 

"So I needed a new cleaning 
system that was not cheap, and 
1 needed new air purifiers that 
were pretty expensive." 

Those are one-time costs, at 
least, and lay is confident she 
can add more amenities like a 
swimming pool to boost sum¬ 
mertime attendance. 

But in the meantime, she’s 
set up a GofundMe page to 
raise S50.000 to catch up on 
rent. 

The space has a ball pit, 
agility equipment and lots of 
room for dogs to run around 
on astroturf. 

Owners can come in and 
hang out with their dogs —

entry — and lay also offers 
hourly dog sitting so people 
out shopping on Whyte can

"People share a lot of in¬ 
formation in here," she said. 
“It's a neat community of dog 
owners that know each other 
and like each other."

Trudeau says 

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
is sounding the alarm on the 
frequency and intensity of nat¬ 
ural disasters in Canada, which 
have pushed Ottawa's bills for 
Federal help to $360 million a 
year since 2011. 

The numbers clearly suggest 
a dramatic escalation in the fre¬ 
quency and severity of natural ca¬ 
lamities, a theme Unclean echoed 
Thursday after embarking on a 
helicopter tour of flood-ravaged 
western Quebec. 

"We're going to have to under¬ 
stand that bracing for a 100-year 
storm is maybe going to happen 
every 10 years now or every few 
years,* the prime minister said 
after his helicopter tour with 
Quebec Premier Philippe Couil- 
land. “That means as we look to 
rebuild our communities, our 
homes, oinr intrastrucaures, we're 
going to have to think about 


what we can do to rebuild bet¬ 
ter, to rebuild in ways that are 
going to be more resistant, more 
resilient to the unpredictability 
we are now living." 

Public Safely Minister Ralph 
Goodale also said Canadians 
wilt have to get used to climate 
change-fuelled disasters, and 
quickly — including by plan¬ 
ning buildings and communities 
to minimize the risk of damage 
in the first place. 


'The objective should be, rath¬ 
er than expecting to spend so 
much after the fact cleaning up, 
we should look for all of those 
opportunities to invest in miti¬ 
gation and adaptation before 
the fact so that the losses will 
be minimized,* Goodale said. 

Since the Disaster Financial 
Assistance Arrangements pro¬ 
gram was launched in 1970. it 
has handed over £4.1 billion to 
the provinces to help foot the 


recovery bill in the wake of 240 
storms, fires, and spring floods. 

Almost halfofit —$l.fi billion 
— was since 2010, says the March 
report, which does not include 
figures for at least 17 events that 
occurred since 201-1 because they 
hadn't yet been designated as 
eligible for assistance. Fully one- 
fifth of the eligible disasters took 
place between 2010 and 2014. 

Rivers and lakes between Gati¬ 
neau and Montreal are currently 
at 50-year peak levels, flooding 
more than 4,100 residences and 
forcing 3,000 people from their 
homes. Hundreds more ate af¬ 
fected in Ontario communities 
along the Ottawa River. 

The Disaster Financial Assist¬ 
ance program ensures Ottawa 
pays for up to 90 percent of the 
clean up and recovery from eli¬ 
gible natural disasters — and a 
review of the program last year 
shows costs have risen. 

Between 1970 and 1995. the 
average annual payment under 
disaster financial assistance was 
510 million. Between 1995 and 
2010 it was $110 million and 
between 2011 and 2016 it was 
5360 million, the canadiam press 


The Communications Secur¬ 
ity Establishment has begun a 
promised review into the risks of 
foreign interference in the 2019 
election, Tors tar has learned. 

CSE, Canada's signals intelli¬ 
gence and cyberdefence agency 
is conducting a "risk assessment" 
into how vulnerable Canadian 
elections are to foreign hack¬ 
ing and information operations. 

The review was ordered by the 
Liberal government in February, 
as the scope of Russian meddling 
in the 2016 U.S. presidential elec¬ 
tion was being made public by 
American intelligence agencies. 

“CS£ has been asked to pro¬ 
vide a threat assessment of the 
cyber threat environment as it 
relates to the Canadian demo¬ 
cratic process, including the 
electoral system." said Ryan 
Foreman, a spokesman for CSE. 

The review is unlikely to focus 
on the security of the actual vote, 
which still relies on pens and 
paper rather than electronic vot¬ 
ing. The greater risk is likely die 
kind of information campaigns 
seen in the U.S. and the recent 
French presidential election. 

in both countries, Russian- 
backed hackers lutve been ac¬ 
cused of releasing damaging 
information about candidates 


in support of rivals friendlier 
to the Kremlin. 

U.S. intelligence officials have 
publicly asserted that the infor¬ 
mation campaign was an explicit 
attempt to discredit Hillary Clin¬ 
ton and support President Don¬ 
ald Trump. 

In France, newly-elected 
ITesident Emmanuel Macron's 
team told the New York limes 
they experienced similar hacking 
attempts — but set up dummy 
email accounts with fake docu¬ 
ments to confuse the hackers.

Taming the dog and pony show

Guy Ritchie's films have en¬ 
tertained me for years but Fin 
afraid he didn't find me very 
interesting. 

The incident happened dur¬ 
ing my press day with Ritch¬ 
ie and Charlie Hunnam, the 
director and star of King Ar¬ 
thur: Legend of the Sword. I 
first spoke with them for tele¬ 
vision. Hunnam answered my 
opening question about the 
film bxcalibur, a precursor to 
their movie, enthusiastically. 
But 3 could feel Ritchie disen¬ 
gage. He sat back and went 
into autopilot, answering my 
questions by rote. The rest of 
the interview flew by in a tinny 
of quips and tossed off answers. 

Half-an-hour kite r 1 sat with 
them again to do a longer inter¬ 
view for print. 

“I'm glad we can make 
amends,” said Hunnam as I 
came in the room. “It seemed 
like you wanted to have a prop¬ 
er conversation and we were 
having a bit of a jolly up." 

The whole experience was 
an example of the yin and yang 
of movie promotion. The yin 
was Ritchie, an intense man 
who refers to the walking a 
red carpet as "a dog and pony 
show" before adding that’s not 
what he's here for. 

The yang is Hunnam, an 
engaging actor who said, “We 
don’t make these things to 
live on in obscurity, we make 
them with the hope that people 
will see them and this is one 
of the ways we can help mani¬

fest that." 

The duo have been a II over 
the world talking to media 
people with perfectly coiffed 
hair and big smiles, answering 
the same questions on repeat. 
By the time 1 get them there's 
nothing new to ask about their 
update of the Arthurian legend. 
But there is an unspoken con¬ 
tract between my interview 
subjects and me. 

Whether it's for television or 
for the paper you hold in your 


hands, the deal is the same, 
They say something interesting 
and J report it. They get publi¬ 
city' and I get a story that my 
audience will hopefully enjoy. 

As Ritchie sat with his 
arms folded across his chest, I 
thought about our “contract" 
and the difference between the 
two men. 

Despite his tabloid appeal 
— for a time the British press 
made a sport of reporting on 
him — Ritchie strikes me as a 
private person. He’s more in¬ 
terested in what he’ll be work¬ 
ing on next than the film he 
spent years making and has 
now signed off on. Or perhaps 
it's that, as a director, lie’s used 
to being in control and in these 
situations he has to cede power 


to the interviewer. 

“We both know why we're 
doing it," Ritchie says, "but the 
red carpet last night, i'll tell 
you. I felt soulless after that. 
After ten minutes get me off 
there because it takes me hours 
to recover." 

Hunnam, the performer, is 
immediately warm and open. 
When Ritchie talks about los¬ 
ing patience on press days Hun- 


nam jokes, “Guy Ritchie leaves 
the room and Johnny Nasty 
shows up.” 

luckily, Johnny Nasty never 
showed. By the end of our time 
together the ice brake, Ritchie's 
arms unfolded and he smiled. 
I’m not sure what happened 
other than he seemed to warm 
up to me when we talked gener¬ 
ally about film and not specific¬ 
ally about King Arthur.

Brendari Gleeson doesn't have 
the hassles of most Hollywood 
leading men. Bulky, gruff-look- 
ing and beaming a thick Irish 
brogue, the acclaimed thespian 
rarely even gets approached in 
public. 

“The Harry Potter thing 
was just such a huge thing 1 
suppose," admitted the man 
behind the fantasy franchises' 
Mad-Eye Moody. “But luckily 
enough. I was in enough get-up 
that people don't recognize me 
immediately'’ 

Gleeson hasn't just averted 
the public's attention through 
prosthetics and extensive make¬ 
up however. 

After starring in over 50 mov¬ 
ies as everything from a New¬ 
foundland fisherman to Winston 
Churchill, the versatile artist 
has disappeared into so many 
roles that he's become one of 
cinema's most sought-after char¬ 
acter actors. 

“I have to be honest with you, 
I bore myself." admitted Glee- 
son about his extensive range 
of characters. “I 'm 25 years do¬ 
ing it so Pm sure I'm repeating 


myself (but) 1 love variety, 3 like 
the difference and finding out 
things., 1 like to be confronted 
with stuff! don't already know." 

For his latest project* Gleeson 
certainly learned a lot about a 
slice of history previously un¬ 
known to him. After all. Alone 
in Berlin cast the renowned actor 
as a German factory worker who 
covertly became a Nazi protester 
after the death of his son in the 
Second World War. 

“I do think that World War 
11 is a place that would benefit 
from being muddied up a little 
bit in t he sense that not every¬ 
body was a hero or a v illain ," 
explained Gleeson of the moral 
drama about a remarkable real- 
life couple that opposed N^tzisni 
by placing propagandist post¬ 
cards around Berlin opposing 
Hitler. 

While the couple's dissension 
may have had limited success in 
the history books, their futile 
struggle against the Nazi regime 
was not lost on Gleeson. 

“I’m a great believer in the 
fact that given the chance, a hu¬ 
man being wishes to be a decent 
one and the more we can look 
at somebody like the Quangels, 
it's an inspiration," said Gleeson 
about the film's fictional version 
of Otto and Etise Hampel.

“The apparent in effect iveness 
of the protest, 1 think that's a big 
ger statement because it means 
that they were adhering to what 
was best of themselves." 

It wasn't just the Hampels' 
tale that appealed to Gleeson 
however. 

After a quarter of a century 
of moviemaking, the 62-year- 
old talent is also beginning to 
feel a personal responsibility 
to relate stories of the past to 
younger generations. 

Gleeson himself has four sons, 
two of whom have followed his 
career path. Eldest son Donibnall 
has reeled off a string of strong 


performances in major hits in¬ 
cluding The Kevenant, The force 
Awakens and Brooklyn. 

“I'm not sure their world will 
be different from that world for 
too much longer the way things 
;ue going," laughs Gleeson of the 
next generation. 

“(But in) World War II* there's 
a certain innocence in terms 
of the goodies and the baddies 
that allows us to watch heroism 
■without having to feel like we 
have to second guess it. 

“Wars now are so complicated 
in terms of the right and the 
wrong that it's very difficult to 
find unsullied heroism." 
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Amy Schiimer plays Emily, a naive slacker, and Goldie Hawn plays Linda, a homebody cat lady, in Snatched. Hijinks ensue when

Imagine the Hollywood pitch 
meeting where adventure com¬ 
edy Snatched got the green light. 

Filmmaker; “Amy Schumer 
iind Goldie Hawn, together at 
last! IWo generations, two funny 
ladies! Goldie is ending her 15- 
year screen retirement fur this!" 

Studio suit: “Hut the script 
has them being kidnapped for 
ransom money in South Amer¬ 
ica by very bad: hombres! This 
actually happens to people! It's 
not funny!" 

Filmmaker; “We'll surround 
them with wacky actors like 
Wanda Sykes. Joan Cusack and 
ike Eaiinholtz of The Mindy Pro¬ 
ject! It'll be great!" 

Whether or not something 
like this actually occurred. 
Snatched is what we get. it fol¬ 
lows the above template, except 
for the bit about being great, 
which it most certainly isn’t. 

The movie earns a few 
chuckles, but humour is largely 
held hostage by a lewd and lazy 
screenplay that wanders like Billy 


in The Family Circus, 

tvidently the studio felt wor¬ 
ried enough about Snatched that 
the decision was made to sum¬ 
marize the plot in a few lines of 
text right off the top. so people 
don't think anything really bad 
will occur in the next 90 minutes. 

We're left guessing the 
thoughts of director Jonathan 
Levine (50/50, The Wackness) 


and screenwriter Katie Dippold 
(Spy, The Heat), because there 's 
no discernible method to their 
madness. 

Schumer is Emily, a naive 
slacker who finds herself un¬ 
attached. having been fred horn 
her deadend job and dumped by 
her jerk of a boyfriend. 

Problem: Emily and the jerk 
were about to go on vacation 


together to South America. The 
tickets are non-refundable. 

Solution; Travel with mom! 
Even though mom Linda (Hawn) 
is a homebody cat lady who con¬ 
siders foreign travel a ticket to 
trouble. She's almost as anti-so¬ 
cial as Emily’s pampered agora¬ 
phobic brother Jeffrey (Barm- 
holtz). 

After the usual bluster— “You 


don't do anything fun anymore!" 
— Emily and Linda find them¬ 
selves sipping chinks and squab¬ 
bling at a resort in Ecuador. I hey 
meet a zany pair of fellow travel¬ 
lers, played by Wanda Sykes and 
Joan Cusack, who are actually 
pretty funny together. 

Emily and Linda also encoun¬ 
ter the aforementioned bad hom- 
bres, ted by the creepy Morgado

ATTRACTION 

Remember the 
movie Avatar? 
Disney sure 
hopes you do 

You may not hnve thought 
much about the 2009 movie 
Avatar over the past eight years, 
but Disney sure hns. 

The Magic Kingdom is wager¬ 
ing a reported half-billion dol¬ 
lars that you and zillions of 
other people will line up for 
new theme park attractions 
based on the movie's biolumin- 
esoent world of Pandora. 

It's a major gamble, even 
by Disney standards. While 
the movie smashed boxoffice 
records thanks to its dazzling 
3D effects and higher 30 ticket 
prices, it h s also left little but 
a fading echo in pop-culture 
consciousness. 

“fVe never seen anybody 
ever walking down street wear¬ 
ing an Avatar t-shirt," says Mar¬ 
ti n Lewison, a theme park ex¬ 
pert and business management 
professor at Farm ingdule State 
College in New York. "There’s 
no real emotional connection 
with Avatar among the pub¬ 
lic despite the movie being so 
popular." 

Cultural plunder 

But theme parks are big busi¬ 
ness, and D isney is counting on 
what its executives call Avatar 
Land (the official name is Fan¬ 
dom: World of Avatar) to help 
keep that engine humming. 

In the fiscal year that ended 
in October, parks and resorts 


accounted for 3:1 per cent of 
Disney's nearly £56 billion U.S. 
in revenue, though only 21 per 
cent of its nearly 516 billion 
U.S. in operating profit. 

Disney also wants to prove 
it can turn its newer cultural 
properties, which include Star 
Wars and the Marvel superhero 
franchise, into popular theme- 
park attractions. 

In that, if 5 basically play¬ 
ing catch-up nnth rival Univer¬ 
sal Studios, which launched a 
hugely successful Harcy hotter 
theme park in 2010. 

Now the big question is 
whether Disney can pull that 
off with Avatar Land, or if it's 
just chasing unobtainiutn. fYes, 
that 's an Avatar reference. See?) 


Odd property 

James Cameron, the mercur¬ 
ial director famous for Titanic 
and several other blockbusters, 
has been promising Avatar se¬ 
quels almost since the original 
premiered. One had been in 
development since 2010. Dis¬ 
ney licensed the park rights 
in 2011, when a sequel didn't 
seem that far off. 

Little did Disney know. In 
2013, Cameron announced his 
intention to film three follow- 
on films, simultaneously, for 
release stalling in 2016. But 
the date was pushed back until 
2017, then 20IS. Jn March, 
Cameron said 20IS was "not 
happening." In April, he an¬ 
nounced the start of production 


on four sequels now scheduled 
to roll out from 2020 to 2025. 

That left Disney to plunge 
ahead on its own with Ava¬ 
tar Land, which opens May 27 
at Disney’s Animal Kingdom 
theme park in Florida. If all goes 
well, the park “will promote the 
films and the new films will of 
course circle back and promote 
the land," Lewison says. 

Beating Ha rry Potter 

One big reason the Walt Dis¬ 
ney Co. has pushed ahead with 
Avatar Lind — not to mention 
Star Wars-lhemed attractions 
scheduled to open in, 2019 — is 
the rising threat posed by Uni¬ 
versal’s The Wizarding World 
of Harry Potter. 

In 2015, about 13S million 
people visited Wait Disney 
Attractions, up nearly three 
per cent from the prior year. 
Universal Parks and Resorts 
saw less than a third as many 
visitors — 45 million — but 
that figure was up nearly 12 
per cent, according to the trade 
group Theme Entertainment 
Association, 

“What Harry Potter did was 
to become a big public success 
and financial one as well." says 
John Gerner, managing direc¬ 
tor of theme park consulting 
firm Leisure Business Advisors. 
“It really set a new bar for our 
industry." 

Of course. Avatar is a very 
different brand than Harry Pot¬ 
ter, which has launched nine 
feature films to date, including 
an entirely new series whose 
second installment is due next 
year — well before the first 
Avatar sequel.

Cartoonist Joe Shuster, the 
child of Dutch and Ukrain¬ 
ian parents and the cousin 
of Frank Shuster — one half 
of the Canadian comedy duo 
Wayne and Shuster — was 
bora and spent his first dec¬ 
ade in Toronto. 

It w r as there that he de¬ 
veloped his artistic skills, 
drawing on the backs of dis¬ 
carded wallpaper rails (back 
when paper was expensive) 
and earning money as a news¬ 
paper boy for the Toronto 


Daily Star, later the Toronto 
Star. 

He met writer and future 
collaborator Jerry Siegel in 
high school when both were 
17 and living in Cleveland. 

The pair started working 
together and continued after 
graduation, coming up with 
what became Superman in 
the early ’30s, 

Shuster modeled the Me 
tropolis cityscape after 1b- 
ronto, while Clark Kent’s 
newspaper. The Daily 
Planet, was originally 
named The Daily Star, 
after Shuster's old employer. 

Writer Mnrdecai Richler once 
called Superman “a perfect

Oilers general manager Peter 
Chiurelii came into this season 
hopeful, but nowhere near cer¬ 
tain, that his team would end 
a decade-long playoff drought. 

"1 guess, never say never," 
said Chiarelli weeks before the 
beginning of training camp. 

Edmonton didn't only make 
the post-season for the first 
time since 2006 —jumping 
an amazing 33 points in the 
standings from a year earlier — 
but nearly cracked the Western 
Conference final before tilling 
just short in a seven-game, 
second-round series with the 
Anaheim Ducks. 

It's likely this season will 
be looked upon one day as the 
point when t he Oilers jumped 
from league laughingstock and 
annual .No. 1 overall pick-mak¬ 
er to legitimate Stanley Cup 
contender.
